There’s also a long stretch 
dedicated to Quazar, the 
popular lazer-guns game. 

Teacher John Martin told 
GT: “Kevin - aka “Aztec” - does 
quite a bit of work in the 
borough, including murals 
near the old Greenwich 
District Hospital site in 
Trafalgar Road, and on the 
Connaught estate at 
Woolwich. 

“It was just a wire-mesh 
fence out here until we put the 
plywood boards up. Then we 
spent some time creating a 
whole range of designs based 
on the lessons and the 
activities that the pupils 
enjoy.” 

The mural was officially 
unveiled earlier this month at 
a special barbecue-lunch 
prepared by Moatbridge boys 
Harry, Cameron, Mark, Lucas 
and Daniel, backed by pupils 
from neighbouring Eltham 
Hill Technology College for 
girls.

Mike Byron told GT: “I am 
very proud of what the boys 
have achieved. It just shows 
what our students can 
produce when they are really 
motivated.” 

Eltham MP Clive Efford, a 
regular visitor to the school, 
said: “Moatbridge is a place 
that helps young people who 
have difficulties engaging 
with mainstream education. 
This mural is an excellent job, 
done to a very high standard.

Area becomes 
an alcohol 
control zone 


THE area around Arnott Close, 
Thamesmead, has been designated an 
Alcohol Control Zone after Greenwich 
Council took action following 
complaints by local residents. 

The council’s anti-social behaviour team 
and the police found the area affected 
by people drinking alcohol on the 
streets and causing distress to residents 
and visitors. 

Information from housing associations, 
local shopkeepers and residents showed 
that alcohol was a major factor to 
trouble in the area. 

From last week, following a council 
cabinet meeting, the following areas will 
be designated alcohol control zones 
where a police officer can prevent 
anyone drinking alcohol if they are 
behaving anti-socially: 

• Arnott Close, Thamesmead, and all 
subways and roads leading from this 
area 

• Manor Way border to Bexley borough 

• Crossways from Bexley border to 
Bentham Way 

• Rear of Cole Close to Eastern Way, back 
up to Manor Way, Bexley border 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services, said: “The introduction of an 
alcohol control zone in this area will 
have a positive impact on the 
community, eliminating any distress 
caused by the street drinkers. We will 
not tolerate anti-social behaviour and 
together we will do our best to 
prosecute the perpetrators.” 


HER Majesty the Queen

“There was quite a bit of 
waiting around before any 
members of the Royal 
family arrived. At this 
point I still had no idea who 
I was going to be meeting, 
so when somebody told me 
that it was going to be the 
Queen I was absolutely 
shocked. What a once-in-a- 
lifetime chance!” 

The Queen helped plant 
the first of over 4,000 trees 
that will create the 
parklands and, after 
viewing the Olympic 
Stadium from a platform at 
the level of the highest 
spectators’ seat, she 
walked along a section of 
the 100-metre track and 
across what will become 
the finish line. 

Seb Coe, chairman of the 
London Organising 


Committee of the Olympic 
Games, said: “The skyline 
in this part of London is 
being changed forever with 
the Olympic Park 
becoming a home to world 
class sport in 2012 and 
home to a new community 
afterwards.” 

Zoe, despite all the 
weightlifting records and 
victories, experienced the 
occasion like a normal 
teenager. She said: “When 
the Queen arrived, 
everyone in the room 
suddenly fell silent and you 
could actually feel the 
suspense. I could tell it was 
going to be an experience I 
wouldn’t be forgetting any 
time soon. I actually got to 
shake her hand, which was 
then later featured on the 
BBC News - which I 
discovered when I got a 
text from my friend in 
Manchester alerting me!”

Nicola had been out-of- 
work for seven months when 
she saw the advert in GT for 
council environmental workers 
under a new government-backed 
scheme. She’s now a community 
warden. 

Joyce, who walks her pets Toby 
and Robbie three times a day in 
the park, said: “The council 
must enforce the law, because 
some people just don’t care! It’s 
scary when you see dogs off the 
lead on the streets and when 
they mess our streets. I’ve been 
buying the special bags ever 
since I’ve had dogs.”

Dog control orders are starting to bite

RESPONSIBLE dog owners 
already know the dos and 
don’ts of pet-ownership in 
Greenwich. 

Joyce Moffatt, Owen Greene, and 
Kirby Durant, who GT met in 
Horn Park, have all been buying 
pooper-bags ever since they had a 
four-legged friend. 

But Sgt Steven Howes, who 
heads up the Middle Park and 
Sutcliffe Safer Neighbourhood 
team, told GT: “Ahead of the 
introduction of the new Dog 
Control orders in Greenwich, A 
we’ve already given two fines on 
this estate to people not 
putting dogs on leads when J 
they were told to do so, and for 
not being in control of then- 
dog. 

“The new orders make it 
clear when dogs should be on 
a lead - and, if you are told by 
either a member of a police 
team, or someone from the 
council who carries a warrant 
card, you must do it. Otherwise, 
you will be fined.” 


Sgt Howes and his team are well- 
known to Horn Park residents. 
The officers seized four ‘Mini 
Moke’ bikes from young riders 
over the summer and there were 
also several arrests, several 
disqualifications, fines and 
warnings. 

The police officer told GT: “The 
tenants’ association raised this as 
an issue - and we enforced it. As a 
result, people told us that

People are asking us whether 
y we can deal with certain 
f things, and we pass their 
messages on. Our job is all about 
getting to know the community 
from the children to the older 
people, just getting involved.”

Hidden gems of Greenwich 


WHAT better way to spend a 
rainy afternoon than 
wandering around a local 
museum? 

That’s exactly what we did 
the other week as the heavens 
opened on Greenwich 
Connecticut. Our local 
museum is called the Bruce 
Museum, which is smallish in 
size but not small on 
collection. I had no 
expectations for the 
collections or for what kind 
of local museum this would 
be. Not only was I pleasantly 
surprised, but I was actually 
stunned to discover not one, 
but six original works of art 
by Pablo Picasso on display! 
The museum is divided up 
into various galleries 
showcasing separate 
exhibits, some permanent 
and others temporary. The 
first room was all about the 
local and natural history of 
Greenwich Connecticut. 
There was a collection of 
semi-precious stones and 
crystals, a re-creation of a 
Native American type of 
abode and a wildlife scene 
with stuffed animals and 
birds of the region including 
Woodpeckers, Blue Jays, 
porcupines, raccoons and 
scarier nocturnal species that 
roam the area. One of the

nocturnal animals we learned 
about from this display was 
the vicious Fisher Cat, which 
Clive had seen in our back 
garden sloping near the fence 
only weeks earlier! There 
were also live creatures from 
the Long Island Sound in a 
small ‘touch pool’ for the 
children to enjoy. There was a 
visiting exhibition called ‘The 
Mouse House’ with art from 
the Olga Hirshhorn 
Collection - which is a 
collection of exceptional art 
by a woman who was friends 
with many famous artists 


such as Pablo Picasso and 
Georgia O’ Keefe! Amongst 
her treasures, Olga has an 
O’Keefe oil on canvas of 
flowers, small bronze 
sculptures by Picasso, a 
signed poster, a wall plate and 
a ceramic also by Picasso plus 
an oil painting by Salvador 
Dali. Wow indeed for an 
impressive collection of art! 
We then wandered into 
another visiting exhibition 
about Alchemy called ‘Magic, 
Myth or Science?’ - alchemy 
being an ancient belief that it 
was possible to turn base 


metals into gold. The 
collection described the 
history and significance of 
alchemy through artworks 
and artifacts. Inside the 
exhibit were some beautiful 
oil paintings depicting 
alchemists at work, a video 
continuously running about 
glassblowing, interactive 
stations to explore the 
chemistry of scent in addition 
to artifacts such as bowls, 
scent bottles, pharmaceutical 
jars and note books. What 
stuck with me most from this 
exhibit was a glass case with 
a skull and an hourglass, 
which the alchemists used to 
symbolise how human life is 
finite - something we should 
all think about once in a 
while! On the way out there 
was a small room with local 
nature photographs in 
addition to a wonderful gift 
shop. The museum also hosts 
a wide selection of lectures 
and public programmes for 
members and non-members 
alike. 

It was a very inspirational 
rainy Sunday afternoon at 
the Bruce Museum - 
reminding me of how lucky 
we are in both Greenwichs to 
have such wonderful museum 
collections for us all to view, 
be educated and enjoy.

Loving homes 
needed for 
special 
youngsters

HAVE you ever considered 
adopting a child who can’t 
be brought up by their own 
parents? 

Greenwich Council is always 
looking for families for black 
and minority ethnic children, 
older white children, sibling 
groups and children with 
special needs. These children 
- who would usually be aged 
around four or upwards - may 
be sad, even traumatised, 
from the separation from 
their birth-parents. They may 
be struggling to overcome 
earlier neglect or previous 
hurtful experiences. 

There are no blanket bans in 
adoption - whether you are 
married, single, heterosexual, 
gay or lesbian you have to be 


over 21 and prepared to look 
into becoming ‘Family’ in 
every sense of the word for 
one of this borough’s children 
who needs adoptive families. 

This week is National 
Adoption Week and there will 
be plenty of publicity on 
television and radio, in the 
newspapers and on posters 
which may set you thinking. 
GT has been talking to highly- 
trained social workers at 
Greenwich Council, 

experienced in all the ‘ins and 
outs’ of this ultra-sensitive 
process. 

Once you’ve read this, if you 
want to start to find out more, 
please ring 020-8921 2752 any 
Tuesday or Thursday between 
9am and 5.30pm. 

The majority of people who 
start looking into adoption do 
it because they can’t have 


children of their own. That 
means life’s been quite 
challenging for you too. On 
the other hand, you may have 
children of your own but wish 
to expand your family by 
adopting. 

In this borough, about 25 new 
families - of any age and of 
any status, background and 
nationality - get through the 
process every year. 

When you ring up, expect to 
be on the phone for quite a 
while. 

You’ll have questions. They’ll 
have questions. Their 
questions will get more 
intensive and more intrusive 
as you go through the process. 

IS any relationship you’ve got 
a sound one and are the people 
around you supportive? 
COULD you afford to take on a 
child for life? ARE you 


physically and mentally 
healthy enough to cope? 

Summing up, a Greenwich 
social worker told us: “It’s 
important to remember we 
are here to find families for 
children - NOT children for 
families.” 

It’s worth knowing before 
you start that Greenwich 
Council’s ‘adoption team’ of 
social workers is rated highly 
across the country.

C HAIR of governors The Rev 
Grahame Stephens, now 
honorary curate at next-door St 
Mary’s church, Greenlaw Street, 
told GT: “This is a unique and 
lovely school. We have to turn away two- 
thirds of the people who want to send 
their children here. The ‘Christian 
influence’ percolates all through, and 
it’s a real privilege to be a part of this 
place.” 

Grahame added: “When this comes 
back, it will be one of the finest schools in 
this country. We’re building it as ‘green’ as 
we can, so our children will grow up in a 
good environment.” 

The primary school with the distinctive 
curved-top roof-embellishments - a 
distinctive feature on the school-badge - 
was enlarged both in 1888 and in 1898. It is 
still too small for the 21st century It’s had 
a nursery since 1988 which has made space 
still more tight. 

So Southwark Diocese and Greenwich 
Council have got together to produce 
plans for a brand new building on the 
same site, designed to take two-form entry 
instead of single-form as at present. 

Free buses are being laid on to help 
students get to and from the old school 
site every day to their temporary 
buildings. 

Headteacher Claire Veal, currently on 
maternity leave, came back for the 
farewell party with daughter Henrietta, 
now aged 3 months. 

Claire, who started teaching at the 
school 10 years ago, got the top job in 
April, 2004. She told us: “This place 
has had a major impact on my 
life because it’s formed a huge 
part of my career - and I have 
the best job in the world 
because I work with such 
lovely staff, families and 


children.” 

Claire’s favourite part of the old 
buildings is a special part of the 
brickwork. “If you look really carefully, 
you can see Victorian pencil carvings on it 
where the pupils used to sharpen their 
leads. I’m hoping we’ll be able to salvage 
some of them.” 

Joan Jackaman, now aged 80, has lived 
in the area all her life. She was a pupil at a 
neighbouring school opposite Woolwich 
Dockyard. “But I came over here for 
mornings during the Second World War. I 
was aged about 10. I had such a happy 
time in this place. There was never a day 
that I woke up and didn’t want to come to 
this school.” 

Joan’s three children came to St 
Mary Magdalene, and one of her 


seven grandchildren is a pupil now 

Former classroom helper Marie Hughes 
originally came in to make the staff coffee 
at playtimes back in 1972. 

Both her twin boys and her other son 
have been pupils. “My son, Andrew, now 
living in Kent, used to call me ‘Mrs 
Hughes’ just like the rest of the pupils!” 
she told GT. 

Although Marie was brought up in 
Charlton, her husband, now aged 80, is a 
former pupil of the school, along with his 
older brother and two sisters. 

Former St Mary Magdalene teacher 
Patricia Carpenter, who was at the school 
from 1971 until 1997, travelled from Bristol 
with her husband, Chris. 

Patricia, who has recently retired from 
the profession, told GT: “I taught in every 


classroom here, and I’ve had a final walk 
around each one of them this evening.” 

Sandra Bellamy has been working at the 
school for the past 35 years, starting as a 
meals supervisor, and now she’s senior 
admin officer. 

She said: “I’ll miss the old office here. It’s 
the hub of the building, everyone comes 
in to chat.” 

Sandra thanked GT for featuring a story 
in advance of the reunion parties. “Lots of 
people rang up as a result of the article,” 
she said. 

One of those was Steve Saggers, now a 
decorator and living near Dartford, Kent, 
who left the primary school back in 1962. 
“It’s the first time I’ve been back for 47 
years!” he told us. He had a walk round 
with Dave Risby, now a college technician 
from Kent, who left in 1964. 

More recent pupils who came back for 
the last time included Paul Fagbuaro, now 
living in Eltham, who came back to do 
some work experience a couple of years 
ago; Robert Larbi, now in the 6th form at 
Crown Woods School, Eltham; and Winnie 
Motoko who left in 2003. Winnie said: 
“This is a sad day because the old building 
won’t be here to bring our own kids back 
to.”

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All that’s jazz 


A festival of 
jazz music 
kicks off this 
Friday and 
promises to 
bring all the 
best local 
talent 

together over 
25 events and 
ten days 

JAZZ music isn’t 
^ just for old blokes 

with funny 
shaped beards 
and berets 

perched atop their pony-tailed 
bonces. 

In Scene’ s opinion, 90s comedy 
staple, the Fast Show has a lot to 
answer for: For three years - and 
now on Dave - John Thomson’s 
pin-stripe, bowl-haired, cigar- 
wielding compere funnelled a 
stereotypical image of the 
smokey jazz bar down the gullet 
of popular conscience. The gag- 
show’s Jazz Club sketch remains 
ever scarred on the brain, and 
whenever the J-word comes up, 
there is only one phrase that 
springs to mind: ‘Mmmmm. 

Nice.’ But where TV may have 
poked fun at the image of the 
much-revered musical genre, 
local musicians have kept up 
with the demand for live jazz, and 
a festival solely for the musical 
style runs at various venues 
across Greenwich from 
November 13-22. 

Scene met up with three 
musicians who are to perform at 
various nights at the festival, and 
with festival organiser, singer 
and poet, Louisa Le Marchand. 
“I’ve been singing a long time - 
too long!” Louisa jokes. “ It’s been 
about 30 years. I grew up with the 
blues and got into jazz as I liked 
the history of it.” 

Greenwich Jazz is part of Create, 
the council’s 2012 cultural 



programme. The week-long 
shindig has got many venues 
involved - in an area that is 
famous for its love of the music. 
“A lot of pubs and restaurants 
have joined us to be part of it, the 
festival is held over about ten or 
15 venues,” Louisa adds. “It was 
councillor John Fahy’s idea so 
credit must go to him too.” 


THE MAESTROS 


And there is one reason Louisa 
cites as a big draw above all else: 
“Most of the performances are 
free - which is a good start! And 
the quality of the musicians who 
are performing is absolutely 
amazing.” 

But what is it about jazz that is so 
enduring, and what will keep 
fans interested at Greenwich 


Jazz? 

“I think because jazz is so 
diverse, there is a whole 
spectrum of music, so it will be a 
great thing for people to come 
and see. There will be something 
for all tastes,” explains the 
singer. 

Jazz musicians are renowned for 
their skill and technical prowess,

which can see them play along 
with just about any tune. “I do 
improvise when I sing, but I also 
play blues harp so I improvise on 
that. My lyrics I’d describe as 
poetry - jazz and poetry is a great 
marriage. On November 20 we’ve 
got a jazz and poetry night on at 
Oliver’s, there will be some 
improv between the musicians 
and the poets and we’ve got a rap 
artist.” 

Indeed, since its inception in 
New York in the early 80s, hip- 
hop has taken its cues - and 
samples - from updating 
snippets of older records. 
“Hip-hop is a progression from 
jazz, absolutely,” says the poet 
and organiser. “A lot of hip-hop 
artists now are sampling old 
jazz tunes and putting them in 
their songs.” 

Jazz is perfect for sampling 
(lifting short segments to create 
new tunes) as there are long 
sections without vocals - some 
might argue too long! 

“The longest song I was 
involved in was in an army 
barracks and the other band 
didn’t turn up, and we played 
one song that went on for 25 
minutes!” Louisa jokes. 

The festival also ties in with 
another important event and 
has got local schools involved. 
“We’ve just done a project with 
some schools in Greenwich that 
linked in with Black History 
month as well. The students 
will be performing as part of the 
festival on November 20.” 
Trumpet player Claude Deppa 
adds: “I’m glad to see that 
politicians are seeing that 
music plays an important role 
at school - it gives kids a 
competitive edge without too 
much aggression.” 

Jazz music has many guises, 
and its ever-changing nature 
means that it is inclusive and its 
form lends itself to 
interpretation. 

“It is migratory music, so no 
one can say they own it,” 
contests Claude. “It began in 
America where Western 
instruments met African 
rhythms for the first time.”

Robbie Williams’ eighth studio album Reality Killed the Video Star is 

unleashed on a public hoping it will make amends for Rudebox

| J forever be the 
'W cheeky chappy 
\/ of pop, no 
matter how 
hard he tries to reinvent 
himself. His frustrations at 
not being taken seriously as 
an artist are well documented 
and his previous album, 
Rudebox - despite its bravery 
- backfired horribly and was 
universally mauled by the 
critics. The sad thing for 
Robbie is that he doesn’t have 
an identity that lends itself to 
being taken seriously. For 
starters, he was in a hugely 
successful boy band that 
traded in no small part on its 
well-toned pecs and boyish 
good looks; Williams had no 
part in writing the songs and 
was never thought of as ‘the 
one who would be a solo 
success’. That was to be Gary 
Barlow, don’t y’know. So 
when Robbie did flummox his 
critics in the best way 
possible - with genuinely 
brilliant pop songs and a 
good impression of Freddie 
Mercury/Mick Jagger, nobody 
minded. It was only when he 
stepped out of the pigeonhole 
marked ‘Inoffensive chart 
pop’ that his love affair with 
Britain’s mainstream fizzled 
out. Alienating his legions of 
fans with bizarre lyrics and 
obscure samples, Robbie was 



never real enough for the cool 
set and his career floundered. 
Though the singer is 
undoubtedly a trier- and 
must be admired for looking 
to push the envelope - it is 
not hard to see why he hasn’t 
had the crossover success he 
so desires. 

The glib title of Williams’ 
eighth studio album, Reality 
Killed The Video Star, would 
suggest he has gone back to 
doing what he does best: 
straight-up pop. However, if 
album openers set out the 
stall, Morning Sun is 


underwhelming at best. The 
arrangement is painfully 
MOR and the vocal sounds 
like he just couldn’t be 
bothered. Bodies is trademark 
Williams - ie: ripping off 
someone else’s style and 
trying to pass it off as his 
own. This time he’s cribbing 
Stone Roses’ singer and 
fellow surprise soloist, Ian 
Brown. It’s a clever ploy, as 
the fan bases of the two ne’er 
they shall meet. Even the 
refrain of ‘Bodies in the 
cemetery’ shamelessly leans 
on the imagery Brown used 


on Corpses. As a whole, 
RKTVS won’t go down as one 
of Williams’ best vocal 
performances. Arguably he 
has never re-scaled the 
heights of Angels or the more 
indie side of his early output, 
and on this record there is 
very little feeling put into the 
vocal deliveries. The 
scattershot approach of 
magpie-ing and what-will- 
stickery leaves the collection 
rudderless and is only 
dragged out of its malaise by 
a couple of the stronger 
songs. Do You Mind is 
Williams recapturing some 
kind of form and has a rock 
attitude that has been 
missing from his recent work. 
Last Days of Disco too strikes 
a good balance between 80 s 
pop and noughties 
irreverence, signposting what 
Rudebox could have sounded 
like had it been better 
conceived. Somewhere is very 
twee as is Deceptacon, though 
the latter is stronger lyrically. 
Starstruck is an unashamedly 
bombastic pop song and the 
highlight of the album, 
harking back to Millennium, 
it is the sound of Williams 
finally being himself.

THIS is a brand 
new version of the 
greatest 
Christmas story 
ever told, second only to the 
Nativity itself.

Christmas Carol’ was the 
1938 version. 

The story is great because 
the author Charles Dickens 
encompassed within a slim 
novella the very essence of 
the Christmas message. 

What has perhaps been 
forgotten is the originality of 
the story in 1843 and the fact 
that it was a gritty social 
commentary on the cruel 
and icy London of the time. 
Director Robert 
Zemeckis has not 



strayed far from the original 
work and has attempted to 
create a modern version 
through the medium of 
motion capture technology 
and state-of-the-art 3D 
animation - with IMAX 
quality to boot. And where 
Zemeckis’ Polar Express 
promised so much in terms 
of new filmmaking 
techniques, but fell a little 
short, A Christmas Carol 
makes full use of all its 
facets. Motion capture could 
have been made with Jim 
Carrey’s gangly frame in 
mind, and the actor revels in 
his role as Scrooge, giving 
him the chance to further his 
rubber-faced ambitions 
aided by the wonders of 
technology. Bob Hoskins’ 
friendly presence is an ever- 


fitting addition to roll out at 
Crimbo, and he plays his 
characters - all of them - 
with the warmth of a freshly- 
stoked hearth. 

In an attempt to make the 
most of the 3D format, the 
pace of the film is somewhat 
relentless, but nonetheless, 
ACC sits well with other 
versions of the tale, one or 
two of which are great 
cinema and my guess is that 
it will not be the last. Most 
importantly, it will make a 
great traditional Christmas 
treat for the family - and that 
is what Christmas is all 
about.

THE Tudor Barn welcomed a 
i family friendly audience on 
r Friday 30 October to witness 
the final show of singer 
songwriter Don Mescall in England, 
before he embarks on an extensive tour 
of Ireland. 

In its first concert since refurbishment, 
the venue on Well Hall Road, Eltham, 
showed glimpses of the showpiece it 
could become in time. The spacious 
cabaret layout of tables provided an 
excellent accompaniment to Mescall’s 
informal stage presence. 

Standing isolated on a dimly lit stage 
with only a guitar for company, Mescall 
soulfully performed a morose repertoire 
with a haunting style reminiscent of 
fellow Irishman Damien Rice. Between 
numbers the singer enlightened the 
audience with personal tales of world 
experiences as well as explaining the 
internal feelings that have inspired his 
songs. 

As a songwriter, his compositions have 
been performed by a vast mix of artists 
including Backstreet Boys, Clay Aiken, 
Richie Havens and Ronan Keating. Sadly 
though, Mescall could not engage the 
audience with the same electrifying 
charisma as some of the superstars he 
has written for, although he was able to 
hold the audience’s attention throughout. 
The performer’s songs are relaxing, 
inoffensive melodies that have the ability 
to virtually transport the auditorium to 
locations around the globe with the ease 
of an Airbus A380. 

The Tudor Barn may not have been the 
most suitable venue for an artist such as 
Don Mescall, as the lack of support acts 
and inexperience of hosting professional 
musicians was painfully clear from the 
start of the show. Particularly stark was 
the rather inappropriate disco lighting 
illuminating the walls behind Mescall, 
who, as a folk singer, could only have 
looked further out of place on stage if 
accompanied by a strobe light. 

That said, the show was well received by 
those in attendance, providing an 
enjoyable Friday night and a departure 
from the Halloween themed events in 
other venues, leaving much of the 
audience with a burning desire to see 
Don Mescall perform again.

YOUNG players from 
schools across the borough - 
including several total 
novices - got through a total 
of 30 five-a-side games at a 
super-charged “taster” 
afternoon, designed to raise 
the profile of the popular 
Paralympic sport ahead of 
London 2012. 

The event, hosted by Charlton 
School in Charlton Park Road, 
was organised by Vicky 
Lambert, highly specialist 
children’s physiotherapist with 
Greenwich Community Health 
Services (GCHS). 

Vicky - inspired by a three-day 
‘Time to Shine’ sports event in 
July at Stoke Mandeville, 
attended by children with 
disabilities from the five 
London Olympic host boroughs 
- wanted to invite as many 
young people as possible so 
long as they could self-propel a 
manual wheelchair. 

She worked alongside Gordon 
Stead, the area’s development 
manager for the Greenwich 
Schools’ Sports Partnership, 
and Deborah Reid, head of PE 
at Charlton School. Gordon also 
invited half-a-dozen sports 
leaders from the John Roan 
School, Blackheath, to help out. 

Vicky, based at the Goldie 
Leigh unit at Lodge Hill, Abbey 


Wood, told GT: “When you talk 
to the young people, one of 
their biggest concerns is they 
can’t always join in sport with 
their friends. An event like this 
lets them play with each other, 
meet new friends, meet other 
families - and generally enjoy 
themselves.” 

She added: “Basketball is 
great for cardiovascular fitness 
and for building strength in the 
upper body.”

Rising star of the afternoon 
was seven-year-old Archie 
Collins, a pupil of Millennium 
Primary School, who lives in 
Blackheath. 

Archie, whose mum Amanda 
was told he would never speak 
when he was born prematurely, 
doesn’t let his cerebral palsy 
get in the way of his love for 
sport. 

The skilled horseman and 
footballer, who made his debut 
on a basketball court in a 
neighbouring borough, told us: 
“I’ve played 86 times. 
Basketball makes me feel very 
good. You just have to jump up, 
catch the ball - and score. I train 
at home. I lob the ball at the 
wall and I practise dribbling it 
in the back yard.” 

Mum added: “Archie received 
an invitation to try this sport 
out and he shows quite a 
natural skill. Now basketball is 
his passion.” 

Shannon Williams, 13, from 
Woolwich, is in Year 2 at 
Charlton School. She also has 
cerebral palsy and limited 
mobility. The keen tennis 
player had never tried 
basketball before. 

She managed to score and she 
told GT: “I really liked it. I 
wanted to try this because it is 
different.” 

Now Vicky, Gordon and 
Deborah are planning an 
afternoon football event for the 
children on November 18.

like the support that modern 
athletes get - I had to go to 
Cardiff to train! - and I’m 
equally pleased that 
Greenwich is supporting local 
athletes through the Starting 
Blocks charity. What a bonus 
it will be if we have a 
Greenwich competitor in just 
under 1,000 days’ time. 

“The Olympics is the 
ultimate competition and it’s 
unimaginable until you get 
there - the people, the whole 
ambience is phenomenal.” 

John - who was born in 
Colomb Street, Greenwich, 
and went to nearby Christ 
Church primary school before 
going on to Eltham Green - 
finished 23rd out of the 32 
competitors in Munich, the 
tournament scarred by the 
terrorist attack that claimed 
the lives of 11 Israeli athletes. 

He had previously finished 
sixth in the Commonwealth 
Games in Edinburgh, been 
English champion and 
champion of Kent and the 
Southern Counties, “Man and 
boy for 14 years”. 

His Olympic jacket, tie, 
sweatshirt, commemorative 
medal and a photo of him 
diving are included in 
Greenwich's Olympic library 
collection and memorabilia. 

John got friendly with 
famed Olympic rider Harvey 
Smith. “He wanted to teach 
me to ride while I taught his 
two children to dive, but no 
way - 1 can’t stand horses! 

“I was 21 and had just 
married Jan in the March of 
1972. Jan and my parents gave 
me tremendous support but 
there was no money in sport 
then - 1 was skint after giving 
up a job at Covent Garden. 

“It’s different now and so it 


should be. Sport at this level 
makes characters. You learn a 
lot about yourself under 
pressure and I can’t 
understand the opposition to 
the Olympics coming to 
Greenwich. We’ve got kings 
and queens that have lived 
here - it’s a fantastic 
borough.” 

John, a technical officer for 
the British team after he 
finished diving, went on to 
more international acclaim 
as an artist - and water was 
involved again. Among other 
things he paints water 
colours of ancient baptismal 
fonts from all over the world 
and has exhibited in Portugal 
and recently in Bloomsbury. 

His first diving success 
came when he was a Cub. He 
was a member of Greenwich 
Swimming Club and later 
trained in Eltham Baths. “I 
got the bite for it after 
watching the Rome 
Olympics. I went on to 
become English champion on 
the highboard.” said John. “I 
went down to three-metre 
after having serious accident 
and being on my back for 
three months. I was fixed up 
by Dr. Buck, who took care of 
all the injuries at Charlton 
Athletic. 

“I was Kent champion and 
Southern Counties champion 
for about 14 years. I won my 
first junior international 
against West Germany and 
Holland. I just missed the 
Mexico Games in 1968 but 
made the Commonwealth 
Games in Edinburgh in 1970 
and went on from there. 

“My body is creaking now, 
but I wouldn’t have changed 
it for the world. You just keep 
on keeping on, it’s a 
wonderful life and I’m still 
dancing!”

A PAIR of imposing concrete 
“cores” - one of them 35 metres 
high - and a smaller tower are 
rising into the skyline on the 
site of Greenwich Council’s new 
Woolwich Centre, which is due to open 
opposite the historic town hall in 
Wellington Street by the autumn of 2011. 

The new landmark, which has already 
changed the Woolwich skyline, will deal 
with all council business, including phone 
calls and emails from its contact centre. 
Residents will be able to call in about 
benefits and advice, and all payment 
services as well as housing, planning and 
other services currently offered at various 
offices in Woolwich. 

It will also have a library - just like its 
“sister” building already open in Archery 
Road, Eltham - as well as a business 
centre, and exhibition and meeting space 
called the Greenwich Gallery. 

The three towers - built to house the lifts

and staircases and to carry all the services 
needed for the building - have been 
installed and the project is progressing on 
time. The brickwork and plastering will 
start next spring. 

The Woolwich Centre, which will cost in 
the region of £55 million, has been funded 
through savings made by the borough and 
the sale of other council buildings - not 
through Council Tax. 

Principal contractors Wates began 
building in earnest in the summer when 
the first 50-metre crane was lifted into 
place. A second crane arrived one month 
later. Construction work is taking place 
from 8am until 6pm on weekdays. 

Linda Porter, treasurer of the Rudd 
Street and Buttmarsh tenants’ 
association, was one of a group of tenants’ 
reps who attended a presentation about 
the centre in the summer. She said: “If the 
Woolwich Centre is anything like the 
Eltham Centre it’s going to be wonderful.

From the plans, the building seems very 
impressive - environmentally friendly, 
airy and open - but still with private space. 
To have all the services under one roof 
will really help, as it can be confusing for 
tenants when you aren't sure where to go 
for different services.” 

Greenwich Council’s catering team is 


running the site canteen for the current 
workforce of around 75. Around 12 per 
cent of the workforce are Greenwich 
residents, some of them recruited through 
GLLaB, the borough’s local labour and 
business scheme. 

The workforce will increase to around 
300 in the later stages of construction. 

The Woolwich Centre has been specially 
designed so that its carbon emissions will 
be 45 per cent lower than current national 
standards. The highest environmental 
standards have been incorporated into the 
design, as well as the schedule for the 
whole of the two-year construction. 

The roof will go on next summer, and the 
Woolwich Centre will be fitted out in early 
2011, ready for 2,000 council staff to move 
in that summer. 

The building is on seven floors, but, with 
the gallery, it will have nine levels with a 
viewing platform facing out towards the 
river. Cllr Sajid Jawaid, the council’s 


cabinet member for modernisation, said: 
“It’s very exciting to see work underway. 
This will be a wonderful civic building for 
the Greenwich community to be proud of.” 

The Woolwich Centre is one of three new 
local “service centres” planned for the 
borough’s three town centres. The Eltham 
Centre opened in late 2007 and the 
Greenwich Centre is to be built on the site 
of the old Greenwich District Hospital in 
Trafalgar Road. The centres are part of an 
£800 million investment by the council 
including improvements to schools, 
homes, leisure facilities and access to 
council services. 

The Woolwich Centre is part of the Love 
Lane Development which will also include 
new shops, hundreds of new homes, and 
an 8,000 square metre Tesco store that will 
have a low-carbon design and use 
sustainable timber for construction, a 
green roof and solar panels and wind 
turbines to power the shop.

New ‘eyes and ears’

The 17-strong team of town centre 
wardens - whose regular patrols take in 
Eltham, Plumstead and Greenwich town 
centres as well as Woolwich - comes at 
the same time as the police are setting 
up a new team to patrol Woolwich town 
centre, part of an initiative by the Met to 
support town centres across the capital. 


Screen dreams 

CHILDREN from eight local primary schools 
will be able to see their work on a giant 24 
square metre screen in General Gordon 
Square as part of a pre-Christmas 
extravaganza to help launch the BBC Live Site 
in Woolwich next month. 

The schools were selected after replying to a 
council invitation to create a short film 
featuring children singing theirfavourite 
festive song. The films will premiere at a Big 
Screen Christmas Sing Along as part of the 
annual Woolwich WinterWarmer event on 
Saturday December 1 2. 

Following the main event, the films will be 
screened at regular intervals on the Big 
Screen in the run-up to Christmas. 

Cardwell primary in Woolwich, one of the 
eight schools chosen to take part, says it 
plans to film its school choir singing a mix of 
traditional carols and other Christmas songs. 
“We’re really pleased and excited,” said Anna 
Sullivan, arts coordinator for the school. " It’ll 
be a good experience forthe children to be 
able to see themselves up on the big screen.” 
The schoolfilms are the first in a series of 
community-made features that will appear 
on the Live Site between nowand 2012. The 
screen is part of the Council's Olympic legacy 
programme and is sponsored by the London 
Organising Committee forthe Olympic 
Games and the BBC. 

It is part of a nationwide network of screens 
that will form the focus for public events, 
including screenings of major sporting and 
cultural events such as internationalsports 
fixtures and BBC Proms. 







Transport makes a key difference

NO one visiting the centre 
of Woolwich can have 
failed to notice the 
building work going on in 
and around the Arsenal 
station - all aimed at 
creating further 
improvements to public 
transport. Last autumn, 
Transport for London 
completed a new “super 


crossing” at Plumstead 
Road to link the Royal 
Arsenal with the town 
centre. This scheme is 
also changed the access 
into Woolwich New Road, 
restricting it to “buses and 
access only”. The work to 
improve bus flow around 
General Gordon Square is 
now nearly complete. This

arrangements around the 
square, and make 
Woolwich New Road two- 
way for buses, cycles and 
loading. Benefits will 
include a reduction in the 
number of buses having to 
squeeze their way along 
Vincent Road and Burrage 


Road. Together with new 
kerbs and paving, and new 
traffic lights at the 
junction with Thomas 
Street, most of these 
changes will be up and 
running within the next 
fourweeks, and the entire 
programme is due to be 
completed early in the new 
year.

Woolwich. 

Since it opened at the
